A coroner’s Jury that included 
two women 
blamed 
Mrs. Sarah 
Geesey, 74, New Oxford, for the 
accident which caused her own 
death and automatically exonerated 
Lear C. Livingston, 36, Harrisburg, 
driver of the car which struck and 
killed instantly the New Oxford 
woman as she walked home from 
church Sunday evening, March 19. 
That verdict was returned at an 
inquest conducted Thursday after­ 
noon at the scene of the accident. 
After finding that Mrs. Geesey 
had died instantly from skull frac­ 
tures and crushing injuries to both 
legs, the jury expressed the opinion 
the victim “should have been more 
cautious" in crossing the Lincoln, 
highway in the path of moving 
traffic 
The 
jury 
included 
Mrs. 
Henry C. Slaybaugh, Mrs. Albert 
Cashman, Clark Brown, Raymond 
Baugher, Cletus Billman and David 
Sheely, all of New Oxford. 
Four Witnesses 
Dr. Edgar A. Miller, county cor­ 
oner, conducted the inquest which 
began at 2 o’clock. 
He called only | 
four witnesses and took Livingston’s 
voluntary testimony. The witnesses j 
were Earl Kaiser 21, New Oxford, { 
employe at a service station near 
the scene of the fatality; John A .1 
Geesey, husband 
of 
the victim; 
Officer K. Yemzow, of the Gettys­ 
burg detail of the state motor police 
who investigated the accident, and 
Miss Isabel Gibbs, Harrisburg, who 
rode with Livingston at the time 
the woman was struck. 
Livingston and Miss Gibbs both 
stated they had been riding east at 
about 30 miles an hour enroute to 
Harrisburg after spending the day 
with Livingston's family in New 
Oxford. They said they did not see 
M*s. Geesey as she crossed the 
highway from north to south until

Just to show it can be done, a 
couple of government scientists 
have coaxed hens to lay colored 
Easter eggs. 
'Hie ldeu was hatched here at 
the Agricultural departm ent’s ex­ 
periment station. 
Not only dif- 
ferent-hued shells, but even vari­ 
colored yolks have been produced, 
In fact, the scientists say, getting 
color into an egg shell without 
dye is not really new, but coloring 
the yolk is. 
To obtain an egg with a deep 
blue shell all you’ve got to do is 
get some Araueana chickens from 
Chile, or Colondomas for Costa 
Rica. 
Both turn out blue shells as 
part of their routine. 
Scientists crossed these chickens 
with white Leghorns and got eggs 
with sky blue shells. 
Then they 
crossed them with Rhode island 
Reds alai got orange shells. 


Not content with this surface 
experiment, the Agriculture de­ 
partment men went to work on 
the yolk. By feeding the chickens 
certain foods they got a uniform 
color in the yolk. 
This was really all they wanted, 
but just to see what would hap­ 
pen, they began turning out color 
schemes. 
In no time at all they had hens 
laying eggs with red, blue, orange, 
green and even white yolks. Then 
they made the hens turn out yolks 
with different colors. 
The time will come, one scientist 
suid, when you can have eggs of 
your favorite color for breakfast, 
or even have the yolks to match 
the china or the dining room cur­ 
tains. 
What color yolk you get all de­ 
pends on what the hen Is fed. But 
what food produces which color is 
a secret and the Government Is 
keeping very in oui about.

I he Story of the First Easter: V 
Jesus, Captured, 
Refuses to Defend Himself 


The dramatic story of events I 
leading up to the first Easter is 
here retold from the Gospels by 
Frederick C. Grant.

Jesus was led by Judas and the 
servants that Thursday night. Peter, 
one of the disciples, followed, some 
distance behind, and made his way 
into the courtyard of the palace. 
One after another, witnesses were 
brought in to testify that Jesus had 
threatened to destroy the temple. 
But their testimony did not agree, j 
It looked as if the priests might 
not be able to frame any charge 
aller all tliat would enable them to 
denounce Jesus and hand him over 
to the Roman governor. Pilate, for 
execution. 
Like Third Degree 
For the 
"trial 
before the high 
priest amounted to just this: 
It was a kind of “third degree,” 
by which a group of Jesus’ bitter­ 
est enemies, having got him into 
their power, planned to frame an 
accusation 
that 
would speedily 
finish him in a regular trial before 
the Roman Governor 
For if there was one thing Pilate 
wanted above all, it was peace and 
order, especially with the city al­ 
ready full of pilgrims and more 
arriving every 
day. 
The 
priests 
knew this; 
and their clever plan 
was to get 
Jesus tried by the Gov­ 
ernor as an insurrectionist, a revo­ 
lutionist, a would-be destroyer of 
the temple 


But their plan required witnesses 
who could be relied on; and the 
witnesses, false as they were, could 
not make their testimony agree 
There was apparently no charge 
that could be expected to hold up 
in the light of day when Pilate 
took the case in hand 
Worst of all, for 
them, Jesus 
himself refused to say anything He j 
would not lift a hand or say a word j 
in self-defense, and by his silence [ 
he would likewise not incrim inate j 
himself 
But at last. as the Gospels tell 
the story, the high-priest arose and i 
asked 
pointblank: 
“Are you 
the 
Messiah, the Son of the Blessed j 
One?” 
Thrice Denied 
To this Jesus replied, “I am ; and ! 
you will see the Son of Man sitting 
on the right hand of Power (that j 
is, of God), and coming with the 
clouds of heaven.’’

DICTATORS AND 
DEMOCRACIES AT 
CRITICAL STACE 


By DEWITT MACKENZIE

New York, April 7 — It is doubt­ 
ful w hether even the all-knowing 
Delphian oracle, with its varied ex­ 
perience reaching far back of the 
Christian era. would venture a pre­ 
diction regarding tile present vol­ 
canic status of the European crisis. 
I consulted it while in Greece last 
fall, but though finding thrill and 
inspiration way up there among the 
“shining rocks” of M ount Parnassus, 
came away w ithout having been e n ­ 
dowed with the gift of m ajor proph­ 
esy. 
Still, while one wouldn’t be 
rash enough to try to foretell the 
outcome of this Issue, there are some 
facts which dovetail to help clarify 
the position. 
We can sta rt putting 
the jig-saw 
together 
with 
three 
pieces: 
First: This is probably the most 
critical position yet reached in the 
clash between the dictatorships and 
the democracies. 
Second: 
W hile obviously alm ost : 
any eventuality could emerge from I 
the seething situation, observers gen­ 
erally believe th at this isn’t the “big j 
show-down.” 
T his is to say, they 
feel that while a general war may be 
brewing it isn’t likely to come in the 
immediate future. 
Third: The greatest danger isn’t I 
th at war may arise from any of the 
sensational developm ents which are I 
popping up all over the place. 
It 
lies in the possibility th a t one side 
or the other m ay decide that, since 
the dispute m ust be 
ironed out 
sooner or later, it m ight as well be 
sooner. 
In other words, the danger 
is th at somebody m ight deliberately 
force the issue. 
In assaying the situation one of 
the first things to be taken into con­ 
sideration is th a t only recently have 
England and France got “set” both 
mentally and m aterially to deal w ith 
the crisis. 
At the tim e of tile M unich confer­ 


ence, for instance, neither country 
appeared to know w hether it would 
fight, or if it would fight, w hat it 
would fight about. 
We have quite another picture 
now, however. 
R e-arm am ent h is 
progressed in both countries so th a t 
they can fight if they have to. 
Thus for the first tim e we have 
the democracies definitely announc­ 
ing th at they will go to w ar if cer­ 
tain specific things happen. 
The dictatorships are treating this 
not as a warning but as a challenge, 
and Germ any declares bitterly th at 
Britain is endeavoring to “encircle” 
her with the projected “h alt H itler” 
bloc of nations. 
T he press in both 
Germ any and Italy is directing a 
barrage of bitter hostility towards 
France and Britain, and especially 
the latter. H err H itler is laying most 
of his troubles to B ritish Prem ier 
Chamberlain. 
When you add to all this the fact 
th a t Mussolini has occupied Albania, 
the position isn’t nice. 
The real danger lies in the chance 
th at .somebody will decide to gamble 
everything on one throw of the dice 
— but it is hard to believe th a t any­ 
one would be rash enough to try 
such a thing, especially since it isn’t 
necessary.
